2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

None of the prior arts of record teaches an input device comprising a pointing device 
including a movable user-manipulable member having a conductive part covered by a non- 
conductive cover, an activity sensor including a threshold comparator, a resonant circuit that is 
capacitively coupled to the conductive part of the user-manipulable member by a member 
disposed with respect to the user-manipulable member and has a frequency that changes when a 
finger of a user approaches or touches the user-manipulable member by establishment of a 
capacitance between the finger and the conductive part, a detector device detecting the 
capacitance change by detecting the change in frequency of the resonant circuit, wherein the 
activity sensor is adapted to enable energization of the movement sensor when the sensed 
activation of the pointing device exceeds a threshold.
